Presidential election, the Pennsyl- 
vania Lca^'Lie of V/omen Voters has 
inauj^urated a 'Tiet-C )ut-theA'ote 
Cam])ai^n," which is expected to re- 
sult in the addition o\

State. 

First and foremost, it i< 
out. are the res:istration day 
vote cannot he increased 
\\v>\ increasinj^ ro;:;isiration. 
iioroutijhs and townships assc^^ors 
will sit to enroll voters on Tuesday, 
Sqitcmber 2, and Wedntxiay. Sc])- 
tcmber 3. X'oters should n-akc >urc j 
I.efore these dates that llw arc | 
]ro|)erly assessed. 

After September 3 iherc w.ii be 
no other o])portnnity to ri':^:<UT l)c- 
fore the November elcMinr.. 

The election will be held on Tnes- 
<lay, November 4. and all ])ollins 
l^laces will be open from 7 A. M. to 
7 P. M. standard time. 

We have to choose a President 
and X'ice Presi<lent of the I'nited 
States, Congressmen from evers^ 
Consrressional district, members of 
the General Assembly from every 
district, and State Senators from 
the odd-numbered di.'^tricts. In addi- 
tiott we vot£ for Judge of the Su- 
perior Court. .Auditor General and 
State Treasurer. 

This means that we are to elect 
the men who will make the laws 
l)Oth at Washin.srton and at Harris- 
hurc::, and that it is every citizen^s 
duty to use his ballot to make sure 
that none but competent and re- 
Iial)le and patriotic candidates are 
elected. 

The* man or w^oman qualified to 
vote who neglects to do so is simply 
surrendering the right of self-gov- 
ernment, and consenting to let 
ntliers exercise his citizenship, per- 
haps contrary to his interests. 
Everyone should perform his duty 
on election day. and to do it he nnist 
first be registered. 

A voter nuT^t be 21 years obi 1w 
the day of election. It is necessary 
to be as.sessed at least two months 
before the election, and to have paid 
a State or county tax within two 
years. Payment of tax for voting 
purposes must be made at least one 
month before the date of the elec- 
tion, which means not later than 
r)ctober 4. 

The voter who lives in a boroiis^h 
or township is entitled to vote with- 
out personal registration if he has 
paid tax within two years. If it is 
shown that he has not resided in 
the election district in which he in- 
tends to vote for two months im- 
mediately preceding the election, he 
may be challenged for non-i^esi- 
deiice. A challenge can be avoided 
by calling upon the assessor to be 
.assessed on or be^fore Sejitember 2 
and 3. Or on September 2 or 3 he 
can find the assessor at the polling 
]:>lace from lo .\. i\I. to 3 P. M. and 
from 7 P. ^r. to P. M.

Tbr inscci is red-orange in color 

'if 1 \i)iMi'^. ('hanging to a bri;dit 
oran'4e. but tlie protective substance 
under which it lives is -g^ray-white. 
This covering may be lifted with tiie 
])oint of a knife, showing the orange 
in>ect beneath. 

Thev work in nnich more com- 
pact colonies than San Jose scale, 
starting on the ttnder^ide of two and 
hree-year growth. < )n upright 
branches they first congregate at the 
base of the nodes. On horse chest- 
nut and ])lum tiiey atack .wood of 
anv age and are tirst noticed as a 
light gray patch about one-quarter 
inch in diameter distributed rather 
eveidy (wer the tree. Later these 
oatch'es enlarge ttntil the whole tree 
s rovered. 

This scale winters over as an 
adult. There is Imt one brood a 
year which starts hatching from the 
tirst to the fifteenth of June and 
conlimies from six to eight weeks. 

Summer spraying is not satisfac- 
tory because of the extended hatch- 
ing period. A strong dormant sjyray 
in the I'all of miscible oil at one to 
en ^trength is usually etTective. 
1 lowever, when the tree or shrub is 
badly infested the scale will be 
fotuid in masses two and three dee]). 
In such cases scraping and washing 
with the spray will be necessary

A TREELESS NARBERTH? 
Much of Narberth*s beauty as a 
suburban town is dependent upon 
the rows of splendid trees which 
line its streets. Wc are devoid of 
fine architecture, save in a few 
s])Ots ; we lack boulevards and es- 
tates. 

But for years the rows of Nor- 
way, Silver and Red maples, the 
great elms, the oaks, more recently 
the ginkos and sycamores, have 
given to our town a sylvan beauty 
which no art of the builder could 
approach. 

A few years ago a Shade Tree 
Commissioti was formed by Coun- 
cil to protect the trees w^ithin ten 
feet of the curb line. More or less 
intermittently this body has func- 
tioned, and from time to time they 
have made improvements or added 
new rows of trees. 

The function of this body is to 
supply a legal club to apply to a 
small element in our community, 
who feel that trees are ''useless 
things which keep the bright sun- 
light oflf our porch and drop their 
leaves in the fall'* 

But the Shade Tree Commission 
has power only over the high\vay 
trees. Let a tree be ten feet, one 
and seven-eighths inches from the 
curb line and it may be butchered, 
be-headed or chopped down to suit 
the whim of the owner. 

This is most unfortunate, but a 
man has a legal right to do as he 
will with his own property, so long 
as he does not become a menace to 
peace or health. The fate of Nar- 
berth's beauty beyond the ten-foot 
dead line is a matter of community 
pride; of love of beauty; of con- 
sideration for one*s neighbors. 

Occasionally a resident thinks 
that a hedge, a stone wall or a 
fence will be far more suitable to 
his taste than a few 30-year-old 
trees, and down come the tree. A 
long row of maples or elms is 
broken, and the ugliness of the 
street increases in proportion. 

Two cases are in point— one in 
Narberth and one in Ardmore. In 
Ardmore the Commissioners de- 
cided to wnden Cricket avenue two 
and one-half feet An improve- 
ment certainly, but not a neces- 
sity. A row of magnificent old 
maples stood in the way, but that 
did not matter. Residents who 
protested were "standing in the 
way of progress." Saws, axes and 
ropes are at work — upturned 
roots and piled braches are cov- 
ering lawns. formerly shaded. 

In Narberth this week three old 
maples were ripped up from the 
front lawn of a property. Neigh- 
bors protested; called in the 
borough authprities. The distance 
from the curb was measured, and 
found to be a few inches over the

BOARD POLICY APPROVED 

To the Editor of "Our Town:" 

The financial statement of the 
School District which was printed 
in your last issue was a big step 
in the right direction. The School 
Board is to be congratulated on 
the change of policy which is in- 
dicated by the publication of this 
detailed report to the citizens. A 
policy of complete publicit}' would 
bring the members of the School 
Board and a majority of the citi- 
zens into a state of mutual under- 
standing which would be higlil)' 
desirable. Meml)ers of the Board 
have in the i^ast frequently felt 
that the general feeling of hostili- 
t}' and op]K)sition toward them 
was unjust ancPwa^'an indication 
that their really conscientious 
scr\*ices were not aj^j^recialed nor 
understood. Complete i)ublicity 
is the cure fnr this condition. 

All citizens who have i)ai(l llicir 
taxes on time will, of ccmr^e, h:\\v 
been iini)rcssed by the re\'elation 
in the Schoc^l District re])ort that 
there must ha\e been a consider- 
able numl)er of delincjuents and 
undoubtedly the simi of $1 i7\^o. 
which is labeled "exonerations" 
should be further explained for 
the beneiit of those faithful citi- 
zens who i)ay their taxes on time 
and who assume that everyone 
else does the same. 

It is to be ht)ped that similar re- 
ports, complete in detail, can be 
rendered to the citizens by the 
Rorough authorities, es])ecially a 
complete statement in reference 
to uncollected taxes now in ar- 
rears.

( Editor's Note : — .\s a matter 
of fact, "Citizen," the publication 
of the financial statement is an an- 
nual feast with the School Board. 

That body is. we believe, follow- 
ing a policy of complete publicity, 
for when the Editor is unable to 
report a meeting personally, a full 
account is submitted by the Sec- 
retary. 

And as to the "exonerations," 
an explanation is no doubt due. 
The taxes are compiled from a 
"tax duplicate'' sent by the county 
authorities to Mr. Jones. He 
must base his bills on this book, 
which is in turn based on the as- 
sessments. 

As we all know, the assess- 
ments are inaccurate, and have 
been worse in the past. Names 
are left on the lists of persons long 
dead or removed from the 
borough. Other levies are made 
which it is impossible to collect. 

The Tax Collector is supposed 
to make every effort to collect 
each account, resorting to suit if 
necessary. In the case of deceas- 
ed or removed persons, or ac- 
counts he can prove uncollectable, 
he prepares a list, called the '*ex- 
oneration list.** 

The total of this list is sub- 
tracted from the total tax as 
shown by the duplicate, and the 
collector is held responsible for all 
remaining. In the case of both 
Borough Council and the School 
Board, the exoneration list is 
gone over "with a fine-tooth 
comb" before it is granted, and 
often accounts considered collect- 
ible are not granted.)

Arrange- 
ments could be made, he said, to 
have county tubercular patients 
cared for at that institution. In 
fact. Mr. Irvin stated, sanatorium 
officials were \ery anxious to enter 
into such an agreement. 

The Eagleville institution re- 
ceives State aid and is particularly 
well equipped to handle tubercn- 
Ii.-is cases. The Controller, there-
